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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant's invention currently performs no function other than scanning channels as it is claimed. This is likely not Applicant's intention. 
Applicant should match the transmission and receipt of packets to the scanning. "Tuning to transmit" is not the same as "tuning, and then 
transmitting" since "tuning to transmit" is the preparatory step to transmission and no transmission following the tuning is claimed. 

Applicant must rework the claim language for clarity. As currently understood, all Applicant's invention is performing is scanning for open 
channels in a wireless network. This is obviously not Applicant's inventive concept. Applicant argues the alleged deficiencies of both the 
Spaur and Gwon references with respect to alternate channel scans. It is understood that Applicant's invention is altering the scan of 
wireless radio channels in a network while transmitting or receiving Internet packets to prevent disruption in transmission of packets. This is 
not what Applicant has claimed and Applicant failed to effectively argue this concept. The combination of Spaur and Gwon teaches what 
Applicant currently claims - scanning channels in a wireless network. 
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
